BY PHILOSOPHERS 



Paper Read by C. N. Clark Pro- 
vokes Discussion. 



FACTS CONTRADICTORY 



"Multiplicity of Facts Without 
Coherence," Says Professor 
—Arguments in Defence. 



A iBOKt inlcrostins mccuus of the 
Philosophical Society was hold in 
Strathcona liall last evening, in the 
presence or Dr. Caldwell ami i>r. 
Hickson and a fair turn-out uf the 
Society s members. Mr. 0. N, Clark, 
president of the society, addressed the 
meeting on the subject of the "Mea- 
surement of the Intellectual Perform- 
ances of Man." 

Mr. B. A. Schwartz, thfi vice-pre- 
sident, occupied the chair, unj, after 
the minutes of the previous meetings 
had been read, he called upon the 
speaker of the evening to commence 
his paper. 

Mr. Clark introduced the subject 
under discussion with a few remarks 
explanatory of the nature of his in- 
vestigations. The subject was es- 
sentially a practical one, the measure- 
ment, of mentality meaning the rela- 
tive ability of different subjects to re- 
act to their environment, and in par- 
ticular to the relative development of 
the different brain functions in tho 
individual. 

lie next discussed the benefits to 
society to be derived from the inaug- 
uration of a system of measuring the 
relative menial development of the in- 
dividual, Mr. Clark maintained thai 
the employment of such a system in 
the classification of pupils in the pub- 
lic school would lead to a much great- 
er efficiency in that organization, in 
view of the fact that the pupils could 
bo grouped according lo their mental 
i ability. The maximum amount, of 
I training that the group system allows, 
he affirmed, can only be obtained by 
this means. 

This will apply only to the measure- 
ment of mentality as a whole. When 
Considering individual functioning, it 
is quite evident that each particular 
individual will he better equipped nat- 
urally for one particular occupai ion 
than for another. The speaker cited 
the example of a color-blind engineer 
on the foot-plate of an express loco- 
motive. Tho value of a test in this 
instance is here recognized. 

The speaker outlined and analyzed 
the fiinet and Simon mental age scale, 
and also the point scale of Profs, 
Ycrkes and Bridges. He especially 
laid emphasis on the fact that the 
theoretical basis of the latter was of 
too Inaccurate a nature. lie sug- 
gested that the functional psychology 
on which it was based whs of too com- 
plex a character, and could be further 
analyzed into simpler entities of mind, 
and also outlined h theory on which 
It could be simplified. Th's was a 
continuation of the works of Uoch- 
terew. Pavlov and Kostyleff, He main- 
tained thHf the days of that ceuvrn- 
icnt invisible, the soul, were number- 
Nowadays, he affirmer", eveiy-

•hing pointed towards the fact that 
consciousness was a state of taorrOUl 
Irritability In the higher conical < en- 
rves, and the phenomena presented by 
association and like phenomena was 
the spreading of this state of Irrita- 
biiity from one portion of the cortex 
into another. 

Paper Provoked Discussion, 

The paper provoked sonic vehement 
discussion on the part of some or tho 
members present, particularly Dr. 
Caldwell, who criticized' sonic of t ho 
ideas brought forth by the speaker. 
Dr. Caldwell referred to t lie apparent 
absence of coherence and logical me- 
thod in the treatment, of the subject, 
maintaining that, as evidently brought 
I out by the. paper, the science of cx- 
I perimental psychology hud not ad- 
I vanced vary much. In criticising the 
I paper. Dr. Caldwell referred to it as 
un entertaining exhibition of a cine, 
matograph performance. The speaker, 
he said, had put together a multi- 
plicity of facts with apparently little 
coherence about them. 

Dr. Dickson then followed, and. In 
turn, criticised portions of the paper. 
He. however, seemed more impressed 
With Mr. Clark's conclusions regard- 
ing the experimental psychology of 
the question. He complimented the 
speaker on having shown originality 
in the preparation of the theory he 
had discussed. 

Additional discussion then followed, 
in which Mr. Clark maintiitued that 
his paper was coherent throughout, 
and be traced the general scheme of 
Ihe paper for the benefit of those wTio 
did not see It at first reasoning. Af- 
ter this discussion, the meeting ad- 
journed.

ARGUMENTS CONCLUSIVE 



Miss Cameron Showed That 
Voluntary Service Is Un- 
fair To Many. 



A debate was held yesterday in the 
Common Koom of the K.V.C., at four 
o'clock. The resolution was that 
"Conscription is now necessary in 
England," Miss S. Cameron, the first 
speaker for the affirmative, began by 
saying that conscription is the only 
way of bringing in the slackers. Every 
man has been called upon to volun- 
teer, but many have conflicting duties, 
and will only be too happy to have 
the Government decide for them. 

Voluntary service is unfair, as the 
burden falls on Ihe willing alone; 
many, married men arc enlisting, 
while the bachelors hold back. If men 
will not: do their duty, they must be 
forced to do II. The best men re- 
sponded at first, ami subsequent ap- 
peals meet with the less desirable. It 
is quite unrair that the best men in 
the country should perish to save tho 
others. Knglatid will need good men 
alter the war is over, and conscrip- 
tion would save the. lives of thousands 
who arc useful lo the state. If mili- 
tary service were enforced, the Gov- 
ernment would know the capabilities 
of every man. Ai present many are 
not doing Ihe work for which they are 
most fitted; many enlist in Ihe wrong 
department; some enlist as privates 
who would make good officers. Some 
Volunteers must remain at home as 
Staff or recruiting officers. If Lng- 
land had conscription, the Govern- 
ment could place men who were phy- 
sically iiufit for active service in such 
positions. Conscription means no 
wastage of ability, 

The first speaker for Ihe negative, 
.Miss M. Taylor. '10. said that the ease 
of voluntary service versus conscrip- 
tion, was that of quality versus quan- 
tity. She also suggested that Ihe In- 
dividual can choose his department 
heller (ban the Government can. Lord 
Derby's recruiting brought in L'.DOO.Ouu 
men. w ho ate ready to be called. Eng- 
land is helping her Allies very much 
with money and material, Conscrip- 
tion would mean ihe cessation of 
many industries. Volunteers arc still 
coming in, and conscripts, whoso 
hearts are not in ihe matter, shouldn't 
be classed with volunteers. Men who 
still hold bail; arter it has been so 
clearly shown that they nre needed, 
would not be or much service to their

The second lecture of the senct on 
"The Sermon'' being given bj Rev. Dr, 
Brown, Dean of Yale School of Re- 
ligion, to the Affiliated Theological 
Colleges, was delivered jesterday be- 
fore a well-filled room. After a few 
preliminaries) Prof. Brown entered 
upon his lecture, which was entitled, 
"The Basis of the Sermon." 11c showed 
how the sermon shouid be a work af 
art. First it is to be finely conceived 
so that it may contain one great out- 
standing idea. Secondly, it is to be. 
well wrought out in the finest literary 
form the preacher can command. Then 
it is to be a work rounded out and fin- 
ished so that it. stops of itself because 
it is done. This lasi characteristic 
especially Is held In high regard by 
the layman. 

Yet even with all this, the sermon 
remains a mere tool; it must never be 
made an cud in itself. A sermon at 
ils best! s only a brush I'Blber than 
a pa.nting. The Christians you make 
by your preaching aie yout master- 
pieces. 

The artist's piclurc. by its inherent 
beauty, may win the right to bang 
upon the walls of ihe gallery, but the 
aim of the preacher is altogether high- 
er. You do not want the people to sit 
there and admire your sermons, but 
to listen aud then go forth lo live 
Christian lives and render Christian 
service. 

If you arc honest men. you will 
never allow yourselves to fall down 
and worship your own sermons. This 
would be ihe worst sort of idolatry. 
Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
written Image or any likeness of any- 
thing that is in Henry Ward Becchcr 
or in Phillips Urooks. 

You will not allow yourselves lo 
make your sermons so fine that you 

would feel reluctant <<> introduce intj 

them that homely, helpful and effec- 
tive thing that, ought to be said. 'I bis 
would be like a man making his chair 
so fine that he would not dare to sit 
In it. 

"With these wholesome precaution* 
in mind," said Dr. Brown, "I would 
urge every young preacher to make 
the very best sermons or which he is 
ca pablc." 

The speaker then went on to tain* 
more particularly of the real basis of 
the sermon. The babil of taking texts 
is more than a mere convention. The 
best sermons grow directly out of 
texis. The best sermon themes are 
suggested mainly by the thoughtfu. 
reading of the Scriptures. The varied 
literature of the Bible covers a wide 
range or human need and privilege. 
The Bible also covets the whole range 
or human need and privilege. The 
Bible also covers the whole range or j 
Divine help. The moral interest, and 
compassion of the Eternal Father ex- 
pressed here tits in close around llu 
needs, like a well-made garment 

around a < llild. 

The Rev. Dr. Brown at this point 
strongly emphasised Ihe value of ex- 
pository preaching. The. llible. Is so 
rich in homiletio material thai tho 
Biblical preacher need never run dry. 
The sensational preachers are for ever 
running dry. The frantic efforts and 
loud screeches which sometimes eni- 
anatn from the pulpits of Buch mca 
arc like the unhappy sound whien 
I come from some old-fashioned pump 
i in the country, w here the water in too 
well is so low that the. pump will not 
I draw . Those preachers w ho dra.v 
their bomiletlc supplies from the pud- 
dles of current events rathrr than 
from the well that. Is deep, often find 
themselves similarly embarrassed. 
There arc not sensations enough in 
any one year to go round. The men, 
therefore, whose eyes arc ever upon 
those newspapers, which show the 
largest headlines and most red ink for 
the securing of these themes. ar> 
doomed lo disappointment, but in ih.ï 
Scriptures we shall find flour enough 
and to spare ground out of the finest 
of Ihe wheat and worthy to furnhh in 
adequate measure thai bread Which 
comes down from above to gi\e lite 
unto Ihe world. 

The better way lo feeurc a Biblical 
basis for one's sermons is not to go to 
the Bible habitually on Ihe hunt for 
texis : let Ihe texts hunt you. Get 
your texts as right-minded .voting wo- 
men get their lovers. They do not go 
forth in pursuit of them ; they go 
straight along about their businc, 
aud iet. the lover:- come if thry wan' 
lo. She will by that method n*T< 
more lovers in her wake than if she 
made a business of going after Iheni.

The people are 
delivered from the habit of judging the 
Bible by some stray sentence In it. 
The peddling, pelting use of toxl3 is 
banished by this method. (5) Thia 
wider use of Scripture induces a mo;c 
honest use of the Bible. The varying 
texts arc made to correct and supple- 
ment each other. The men who wrote 
the Bible did not undertake lo say 
everything at. once, and thc separate 
statements standing alone often be- 
come misleading and dangerous. Tee 
small man. like thc small boat, is com- 
pletely capsized by having one big 
truth plumped upon him without the 
balancing and steadying influence of 
other truths. 

"Thc systematic exposition of book 
after book of thc Bible gives also the 
advantage of order. There arc few 
forms of serious effort which arc car- 
ried on in such a slapdash, hlt-or-mixs 
go-as-you-please fashion as thc work 
of preaching. On Tuesday morning 
the average minister becomes pain- 
fully aware that next Sunday is coin- 
ing. 'What shall I preach on?' he 
asks himself. He may feel to preach 
on anything in Heaven above or on 
the earth beneath, or in that other 
place lying somewhere darkly be- 
tween. He may indeed, if he be a 
clerical opportunist, wait to see what 
thc ravens— that is to say, the black- 
coated newspapers— may bring him in 
tho shapo of a first-class sensation 
with headlines and pictures which he 
can warm over on Sunday morning 
into a make-believe sermon to minis- 
ter to an already over-stimulated and 
jaded public." 

The expository preacher, continued 
thc speaker, will sometimes use a 
whole rhapler. sometimes two chap- 
ters, sometimes only a half or a third 
of a chapter, as may best, servo his 
purpose.

his people a large measure or solid, 
systematic. Scriptural Instruction in 
the course of every year. 

This stylo of preaching also brings 
a man naturally and inevitably to some 
of those difficult themes which the 
iminlater left to his own miscellaneous 



extemporaneous choices from Sunday 
to Sunday might avoid. A prcaetrr 
might give a fitting and needed dis- 
course on divorce, thc perils and obli- 
gations of wealth, the apathy to thc 
filling of civic offices, the fate of con- 
tinued disobedience to Cod, and many 
such delicate nucstions without strain- 
ing any personal relations, if he came 
to these subjects in the natural course 
'of his exposition ut sonic book or thc 
'Bible. 

Thc speaker then showed how there 
Is in most of thc hooks in the Scrip- 
tures some one great Idea running 
through each, some unifying though . 
which will give, direction to their 
study. 

Dr. Drown then showed how he could 
back up his cmphnsis on expository 
preaching by experience. During his 
last, pastorate of fifteen years, during 
more than six of them he was deliver- 
ing some course of expository ser- 
mons. 

This systematic use of Scripture a3 
the basis of our preaching vill enable 
us, .to bring out the methods and the 
main findings of modern Biblical 
scholarship. Dr. Brown pointed out 
that he here avoided tno phrase, 
"Higher criticism.' The sound of Ihose 
familiar words (a Irritating to certain 
minds in many of our churches. Wo 
good shepherds arc not made up en- 
reasonable prejudice, but there it Is, a 
thing to be reckoned with. The flocks 
to which we arc called to minister as 
gooil shepherds are not make up cn 
Urely of teachable and lovable lainha. 
We find these also tho more mature 
rams, with stiff necks and horns; and 
some of these full-grown rams have 
tremendous convictions liiout this 
question or higher criticism. Thc min- 
ister will do wcil to leave that objec- 
tionable phrase in his study alon< 
with all thc other theological patois 



which was never intended for unor- 
daincd human nature's Sunday food. 

The results of thc higher criticism 
are not all final, but thc method Is 
here to stay. Never again wiil 
thoughtful people generally study the 
Bible as If it were all one solid block 
or equally inspired and equelly auth- 
oiitatlvc truth. The general method 
ot modern Biblical scholarship is hero 
lo stay, and it is tor us to gradually 
acquaint our people with that method 
and w iih those findings which may bo 
rcgai iled as fairly established. 

Ii will be better not lo label such 
instruction either as "higher criti- 
cism" or as "modern Biblical scholar- 
ship. '' The wise parent docs not ap- 
proach the eliild, saying, ' Now, thl.l 
bottle contains castor oil. You do not 
like it. But It. will be good for you, 
and whether you like it or not, I pro- 
pose to give you some." Such a par- 
cnt lias need to study the psychology 
of child-mind, tic need not tell the 
child lhat the castor oil is ice cream, 
hut he ean employ a wiser method of 
administering his treatment. The new 
truth nboul the Bible had better be ol- 
fored as a natural part or the inslruc 
lion wc bring without any label on It. 

It is just as well also for thc minis- 
ter in a new parish not to be in too 
great a hurry aboul promulgating the 
new views which he picked up at the 
divinity school. The young man can- 
not possibly tell the people all he 
knows in the first three months of his 
pastorate. He cannot, do It, simply 
because lie knows so much. It wj:: 
take him at least six months to tell 
ALL he knows. 

It is nol imperative that thc belated 
minds should be set. right In their 
views as i" Ihe composite character rf 
tho Pentateuch or the dual authorship 
pt Isaiah without the least délai. 
When the people have come to Know 
their minister and to love him as a 
result of his helpful constructive 
preaching, they will be in a mood to 
allow him a much larger latitude in 
1 lie inculcation of these new views, 
which niighl al first seem to be revo- 
lutionary.

country. Conscription would mean 
more men aud less money, but out- 
Allies expect us to furnish a great 
deal of money. 

The second speaker for the affirma- 
tive. Miss L. Fowler, 'IS, said that tho 
question which England now has to 
face is how to bring the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. Wo must not 
hesitate now, wc must -win, and wc 
shall have to do our utmost. Is tho 
voluntary system our last effort? 
Does it meet the demands of the great 
wastage? No, it does not. Kitchener 
says the recruits arc not sufficient; 
there are still 900,000 men available. 
Tho voluntary system is worn out. So 
far wc have muddied through, but we 
cannot afford to continue in this fash- 
ion. It was lack of men that made 
us give up the Dardanelles expedition, 
and come to Serbia's aid too late. Un- 
precedented circumstances require 
unprecedented methods. What does 
industry matter if wc win, and what 
docs anything matter if wc lose? Con- 
scription is the most democratic sys- 
tem, it is applied equally to all class- 
es; under the voluntary system wealth 
gives .special advantages. 

The second speaker for the nega- 
tive, Miss F. Grindley, '19, said that 
it would take six months to train con- 
script recruits from the date of con- 
scription. England has hitherto re- 
lied on principles. Men who arc forced 
to fight cannot do so with the same 
spirit' as those who volunteer. Must, 
we acknowledge that wc now have to 
call on all without respect to thoir 
fortitude? It is not fair to class tho 
conscript with the volunteer. Con- 
scription mcniiB militarism. AVc havo 
always had a voluntary army, and, in 
an emergency, it is best to rely upon 
habit. Conscription will produce a 
few good soldiers and many unwilling 
ones. Wc bear how (hc German con- 
scripts hate their work, largely be- 
cause it is obligatory. England favors 
quality rather than quantity, and 
Lhosc who still hold back would not 
bo much use to her. 

Dean Moyse and Dr. MacNaughlou, 
who very kindly consented to judge 
tho debate, then retired to consider 
their verdict. Thcy decided In favor 
of the affirmative, as thcy had pre- 
sented their ease belter and used 
more forcible arguments than their 
opponents.

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General and specific opportunities 
to be found in institutions of higlnr 
education of the United States, and a 
brief summary of the entrance re- 
quirements with special reference lo 
the needs of alien students coming to 
the United States tu study, arc out- 
lined iu a bulletin compiled by Dr. 
Samuel Paul Capeu, ot Worcester, 
Mass., specialist in higher education 
aud formerly president of the. Modem 
Language Association of America, anU 
professor of modern languages at 
Clark College, which has recently 
been issued by the National Bureau "I 
Education. 

Dr. Capcn introduces hit, report * iih 
a comparison of educational Institu- 
tions in the United Slates and lliost 
in European and Sum h American 
countries, with the thought that it will 
help the alien student to adjust him- 
self to educational conditions in the 
United States it his attention is called 
to the correspondences and difference 
between the. principal types of schools 
iu the United States, and thoec wiui 
which he is familiar in his own coun- 
try. 

The most marked differences as set 
forth by Dr. Capcn appear in the time 
allotted to secondary education and 
the ages at which il is beguu in Euro- 
peau countries. The position of the 
secondary school, he says, largely de- 
termines the character of each coun- 
try's educational system. Iu most of 
the countries abroad, the elementary 
school has been regarded not us a 
place of preparation for the secondary 
school, but as furnishing a distluct 
and measurably complete scheme of 
education designed especially for the 
children of (he laboring and artisan 
classes. The secondary school, on the 
other hand, is designed foi the chil- 
dren of prosperous parents who plan 
to fit themselves for the professions 
or to cuter the civil service. The orig- 
inal and fundamental distinction be- 
tween the two systems is a social one. 

The figure ot the "eaucauonal lad- 
der" is used by Dr. Capcn to express 
the popular conception of education in 
the United States, as he explains thai 
the schools must be so organized that 
the children ot the humblest pa-ents 
may climb up iu them and thlougn 
them to lhc highest education! ad- 
vantages. Anything else is fell Î»V 'Li. 
people ot the Uniled Stales to be un- 
democratic. The secondary school is 
therefore based upon the elementary 
school and the college upon the sc„- 
ondavy school. This systeu ';. .* bail 
two consequences that are unfor'.in. 
ate, in Ihat it lengthens lhe whole 
United States, aud that it has cramped 
school life of the boys and girls In the 
the secondary school. 

The fuuetion which Is fulfilled In 
France. Germany and South American 
countries by the secondary schools is 
shared in the United States by two in- 
stitutions, the secondary school and 
tbc college. 

One of the greatest opportunities 
cited for lhc alien student in thu 
United States is that afforded by 
travel, and a visiting student is urged 
lo make an allowance in his budget 
for travel during the long vacations. 
It. is perhaps more Important lieic 
than in other countries because the 
United Slates is such a large country, 
because it contains so great a diver- 
sity of racial stocks, many o." them 
concentrated in certain limited area.-., 
and finally because ils industries, cli- 
mate and conditions ot living are so 
varied that no single community can 
be regarded as typical, so the alien 
student should make opportunity to 
study the people and customs as w-idc- 
iy as possible. 

The overseas student is advised by 
Dr. Capcn Of the many special fund.-, 
scholarships, fellowships and prizes 
awarded by some of lhe larger insti- 
tutions, and the means of support open 
during the college year. The most 
common of lhe occupations mentioned 
by which students may help to ear.i 
their way through college, include (he 
care of furnaces iu private residence.;. 
Janitor service in college halls, wait- 
ing on table in college dormitories and 
eatiug clubs, clerical work for col- 
lege officers, giving private lessons, 
selling commodities on commission, or 
the pursuit of some trade learned he- 
fore entering college. Special empha- 
sis is laid upon the fact that in tin 
United States the student, who earns 
his way through college surfers no 
loss of social standing, but is eligible 
lor any honor under the same terms 
as the son or the wealthiest parent. 

This is also due to the ideals of 
democracy that exist in the United 
States, since in certain oiher coun- 
tries there is quite, a different alti- 
tude toward students who are obliged 
to work their way through college or 
who are recipients of scholarships or 
loans. 

However, the visiting student Is 
urged to bring w-ith him sufficient 
funds to derfray the expenses of the 
first year, as he must become familiar 
with the customs of the country and 
must be known to the officers of the 
institution at which be ia enrolled be- 
fore lie can count upon getting re- 
munerative employment. 

The extent to which citizens of oili- 
er countries are taking advantage of 
the educational opportunities oficrcd 
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by lhe United States is not generally 
realized, but the figures compiled re- 
cently by the Bureau of education 
showing the number of alien students 
enrolled in 27Ô universities, colleges 
and technical schools or the country 
iu one year i cached the surprising 
total of i.222. and indicate an increase 
of 577 over the number recorded in 
the same institutions two years be- 
fore. The size ot the body of alien 
students is brought more vividly be- 
fore the reader if be recalls that the 
total exceeds the tola! enrolment at 
any ot the following universities: 
Vale, Princeton, Minnesota, North* 
Western or the Ohio State. Several 
fads in connection with the distri- 
bution or these students among the 
various sections of lhe Country and 
among the different departments of 
study are worthy of noie. New Vork 
has the largest number found in any 
one state, «U7. 

These nie distributed among l't in- 
stitutions. Pennsylvania comes next 
with ,'iOG students in Ifi Institutions, 
then Massachusetts with w: students 
in IÔ institutions. The only other siato 
having an enrolment or more than 100 
Students is Illinois, where 412 are re- 
corded in 1:' Institutions. Although 
California is closer lo the Oriental 
countries which send large numbers 
of students to this country, it shows 
but I'JI students iu seven colleges and 
universities. No alien students arc 
registered in the Stales or Delaware, 
Oklahoma. Wyoming and lilnho. 

By far the largest group or overseas 
students is enrolled in lhe undergrad- 
uate and graduate courses in Arts and 
Natural Sciences, the lotai number 
being i,"oo. This Includes one class 

of professional students those tegls- 
tered iu scnools of education and those 
following special subjects in poi I 
graduate courses wiih a view lo leach- 
ing.
